Over his vehement protestations 
of innocence, Maurice Fissel, 28. 
South Washington .street, is being 
held in the borough lockup while 
state and local police Investigate the 
origin of u fire which destroyed a 
combination garage and chicken 
house at the rear of the property 
of Rasers father-in-law. William 
Woodward, corner of Fourth and 
Railroad streets, at 3 o’clock, Sun­ 
day morning. 
The loss from the 
fire was about $100. 
Fissel was taken into custody at 
the scene of the fire by Trooper 
John Fussier, of the state police, and 
Officer Charles W Gulp, of the bor­ 
ough police force. 
Denies Starting Fire 
According to the officers, Fissel 
arrived at the fire when the com­ 
bination frame structure was about 
razed, coming from tile direction of 
the furniture factories 
Officers quoted Fissel as saying he 
did not set fire to the structure. 
The police say Fissel told them his 
mother-in-law. 
Mrs. 
Woodward, 
asked him to set fire to the place 
several weeks ago but that he re­ 
fused her request. 
Fissel, who. the officers said, had 
been drinking, told police he went 
to sleep on a pile of lumber at the 
furniture factories around midnight, 
Saturday, and that he was awakened 
bv the smoke from the fire and the 
noise of the firemen. 
The officers today said they learn­ 
ed that Edward Watson, of near 
Gettysburg, drove Fissel to the cor­ 
ner of Fourth and Railroad streets, 
shortly after Saturday midnight, 
and left him out near the Woodward 
home 
He did not .v»e him after­ 
ward. Watson told police. 
Held In Lockup 
Despite his declarations of in­ 
nocence, Fissel was committed to 
the borough lockup until state and 
local police complete their investi­ 
gation 
He is held as an arson 
suspect. 
Twenty-five chickens, valued at 
approximately $30. were consumed in 
tile fire. An automobile in the ga­ 
rage part of the building was taken 
out after being slightly scorched 
The fire was discovered by a night I 
watchman at the furniture factory. | 
When he telephoned the alarm to i 
the local telephone exchange and : 
the operator threw the switch for j 
the siren at tile fire engine house, 
the alarm refused to function, and it 
was necessary to rail out the fire- j 
men with the bell, a signal for a ! 
country fire

He became seriously ill on Octo­ 
ber 7 and was removed to a hospital, 
whore a heart ailment and artery 
trouble brought his death. 
General Greely led the ‘ farthest 
north’’ expedition of 1881. 
From 
that expedition of twenty-five men 
seven returned, found by the third 
of a sprit s of relief expeditions after 
being marooned four years In the 
Ai tic near latitude 83 degrees 24 
minutes—the then "farthest north." 
Their polar ship had been crushed 
in the ice. 
He and the other sur­ 
vivors had been without food for i 
forty-eight hours when succor a r­ 
rived. 
Wounded In Civil War
